THE  FIRST  REPORT  of  the  COMMITTEE 
of  VISITORS  appointed  to  superintend  the 
erecting  or  prodding  of  an  additional  Asylum 
for  the  Pauper  Lunatics  of  the  County  of 
Middlesex. 

Your  Committee  have  much  satisfaction  in  being  enabled 
to  report,  that  in  conformity  with  the  Resolution  of  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Session,  held  on  the  15th  of  April  last, 
authorizing  your  Committee  to  treat  with  Sir  William 
Curtis  for  the  site  (mentioned  in  the  Report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  appointed  to  inquire  and  negociate  for  land  for  an 
additional  Pauper  Lunatic  Asylum  for  this  County,  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Court  on  that  day)  called  “  Lowen’s  Farm 
and  Hollick  Wood,”  and  to  conclude  a  purchase  for  the 
same  on  the  terms  proposed  in  the  letter  set  out  in  the 
said  Report,  with  the  exception  of  paying  the  vendor’s 
Solicitor  and  Surveyor ;  they  have  purchased  the  said 
Land  on  those  terms,  it  having  been  agreed,  in  lieu  of  the 
clause  objected  to,  that  each  party  shall  pay  their  own 
Solicitor  and  Surveyor. 
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Your  Committee  thereupon  reported  the  proposed  pur¬ 
chase  to  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  and  submitted  the 
estimate  of  the  Costs  and  Expences  thereof,  as  required 
by  the  Act  8  and  9  Viet.,  cap.  126,  sec.  28,  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department ;  and  they 
have  received  a  letter  from  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 
stating  that  “  the  site  chosen  by  the  Justices  is  quite 
satisfactory  to  the  Commissioners  and  also  a  letter  from 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  in¬ 
forming  them,  “  that  he  approves  of  the  site,  and  will  be 
ready  to  approve  of  the  contract,  when  submitted  to 
him.” 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  have  now  to  request  the 
Court  to  supply  them  with  the  necessary  funds  to  enable 
them  to  complete  the  purchase  of  Sir  William  Curtis’s 
land,  and  to  liquidate  the  expences  necessarily  incurred  ; 
for  which  purpose,  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  34th  section  of  the  statute  8  and  9th  Viet.,  cap.  126, 
your  Committee  have  annexed  a  Report  in  writing,  under 
the  hands  of  two  of  the  members  thereof,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy,  viz. :

We,  the  undersigned,  Benjamin  Rotch,  and  Thomas

iccited  Act,  that  the  Monies,  Costs,  and  Expences  to  be 
incurred  by  the  said  County  for  carrying  into  effect  the 
purposes  of  the  said  Acts,  to  wit,  for  the  purchase  of  one 
hundred  and  eighteen  acres,  three  roods,  and  thirty -five

perches,  or  thereabouts,  of  Freehold  Land,  at  Colnev 
Hatch,  in  the  parishes  of  Friern  Barnet  and  Edmonton, 
in  the  said  County*  the  property  of  Sir  William  Curtis, 
Baronet,  whereon  to  build  such  additional  Asylum,  together 
with  the  necessary  costs  and  expences  of  making  and 
completing  the  said  purchase,  and  of  other  matters  and 
things,  incurred  and  to  be  incurred  by  the  said  Committee 
in  the  execution  of  the  said  Acts,  will  exceed  the  sum  of 
Five  Thousand  Pounds.

Your 
Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  Court  to  grant  the 
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sum  ot  Twenty  Thousand  Pounds  to  pay  for  the  said  Land 
and  other  expenses,  and  as  part  of  the  sum  required  for 
the  purposes  of  providing  an  additional  Asylum  for  the 
County  of  Middlesex.

Baronet,  whereon  to  build  such  additional  Asylum, 
together  with  the  necessary  costs  and  expenses  of  making 
and  completing  the  said  purchase,  and  of  other  matters 
and  things  incurred  and  to  be  incurred  by  the  said  Com¬ 
mittee  in  the  execution  of  the  said  Acts,  will  exceed  the 
sum  of  Five  Thousand  Pounds.
